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How to Come to Jesus 


A SHorT, SIMPLE SERMON ON SALVATION, FROM A GREAT TEXT

_ “AU that the Father giveth me shall come to me; and 
him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast out.’’—John 6 :37. 


Anybody in the world who wants to be saved may be 


Saved right now, as you read 


this article. I mean the worst 


drunkard, the most abandoned woman, or even the person 
who is most ignorant of God and the Bible, can be saved now 
and know it, beyond the peradventure of a doubt, just by 
taking to heart the Scripture given above, which we will 


explain. 


And now let us read it again, 
because all I say is simply going 
to be an explanation and illustra- 
tion of this plain statement which 
Jesus Christ made in John, chapter 
6, verse 37. 


“All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.”—John 6:37. 


Here Jesus tells us that God the 
Father gives certain people to 
Him, Jesus. And everyone that 
comes to Jesus He receives and 
will not, under any circumstances, 
turn down, reject, or cast out! So 
I will show you plainly, from the 
Word of God, that you who read 
today may come to Jesus Christ 
and be saved, and He will not 
ask you to wait, nor refuse you, 
but will immediately take you into 
His heart and into His blessed 
kingdom and make you God's 
child, forgiving all your sins! 

I hope you will memorize this 
verse, John 6:37, because it is 
one of the sweetest and best in the 
Bible, and one of the best for 
winning souls. 


There are two parts to this 
verse as you will see. Will you 
please consider the first part: 


I. “All That the Father Giveth 
Me Shall Come to Me” 


Here we learn that God gives 
certain people to Jesus. 


That does not mean, of course, 
that anybody in the world is left 
out of God’s plan. No, no! Many, 
many Scriptures make it clear 
that anybody who wants to be 
saved can be saved. 


For example, II Peter 3:9 says, 
“The Lord is not slack concerning 
his promise, as some count slack- 
ness; but is longsuffering to us- 
ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.” God wants ALL to 
come to repentance. 


Again, the same blessed promise 
is given in Revelation 22:17. There 
the Lord Jesus told John to put 
this last sweet salvation promise 
in the Bible: “And the Spirit and 
the bride say, Come. And let him 
that heareth say, Come. And let 
him that is athirst come. And 
whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” Blessed be 
God, “whosoever will” may “take 
the water of life freely.” So no- 
body is left out. 


And we know from I John 2:1, 2,

that Jesus Christ has paid on the’ 
cross for the sins of the whole 
world. There the Scripture says, 
“My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: And he is 
the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for our’s only, but also for 
the sins of the whole world.” So 
any poor sinner in the world may 
know that Christ is the propitia- 
tion for his sins. He may be saved. 
Yes, he is invited and urged to 
be saved. No one is left out. 


But it is true that this short 
sermon is not dealing with every- 
body, but just with you who are 
reading it now. And this blessed 
verse is a specially sweet promise 
to certain people because God the 
Father has given them to Jesus 
Christ, in some special way, or 
dealt with them in some special

The Power of Prayer

“ .. Ye have not, because 


I spoke on these seven words 
some years ago at a Bible confer- 
ence in central New York. Some 
months after the conference I re- 
ceived a letter from the man who 
had presided at the conference, 
one of the best known ministers 
of the Gospel in America. He 
wrote me, “I have been unable to 
get away from the seven words 
upon which you spoke at Lake 
Keuka, they have been with me 
day and night. They have trans- 
formed my ideas, transformed my 
methods, transformed my life, and 
I think I have a right to add, 
transformed my ministry.” The 
man who wrote those words has 
since been the pastor of what is 
probably the most widely known 
of any evangelical church in the 
world. I trust that the words may 
sink into some of your hearts to- 
day as they did into his on that 
occasion, and that some of you 
will be able to say in future 
months and years, “I have been 
unable to get away from those 
seven words, they have been with 
me day and night. They have 
transformed my ideas, transform- 
ed my methods, transformed my 
life, and transformed my service 
for God.” 


You will find these seven words 


in James 4:2, the seven closing 


ye ask not.’’—James 4:2. 


I bring you a message from God contained in seven short 
words. Six of the seven words are monosyllables, and the 
remaining word has but two syllables and is one of the most 
familiar and most easily understood words in the English 
language. Yet there is so much in these seven, short, simple 
words that they have transformed many a life and brought 
many an inefficient worker into a place of great power.

These seven words contain the 
secret of the poverty and power- 
lessness of the average Christian, 
of the average minister, and of the 
average church. “Why is it,” many

Bishop James Cannon, On. 


He loved the mud and blood of battle. 


The first time I saw Bishop James Cannon, Jr., he was not a 
bishop, and the entire college of bishops was trying to see to it that 
he never became one, It was in the General Conference at Atlanta, 
Georgia. I was new in such matters, but I soon learned that the 
bishops themselves felt called of God to protect their office from 
objectionable personalities. Jim Cannon was that. 

I discovered that the then Dr. Cannon had openly, positively, 
and even vigorously opposed certain bishops, and had, in a previous 
Generel Conference, all but defied their wishes. Nor was there hope 
of his ever reforming. His convictions ran riot. When he believed a 
thing, he failed to even be discreet in advocating it. The bishops openly 
stated that he would be a fly in the Episcopal ointment and a worm 
eating in their souls. Possibly I was too young to think straight, but I 
vas wild from the first over Jim Cannon. 

Never shall I forget the parliamentary tactics by which, in the 
final balloting of that General Conference, a last effort was made to 
keep Cannon out of the Episcopal office. I recall that I, with the 
others, stayed up all night in our effort to counteract that piece of 
Episcopal “skulduggery,” for it was nothing less. In the morning 
we took the ballot and Dr. Cannon was elected, ' 


Bishop “Jim” Cannon never fitted in. He was made not to fit. 
The office cures most Methodist preachers. It failed on Cannon. 

From the beginning of his ministry, James Cannon, Jr., had been 
a hated and hounded foe of the liquor traffic. Long before the 
Methodist church had discovered the effectiveness of his generalship, 
the liguor people had his number. They dreaded him. William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, who hated him soundly, declared in a letter to the 
managing editor of the Los Angeles Examiner that Cannon had the 
“greatest brairs in America.” The liquor people sadly assented. 

Possibly to keep him out of more conspicuous positions in the 
College of Bishops, Cannon had been placed on the Temperance Com- 
mittee, and became chairman, Then came the Presidential election of 
1928, when Al Smith of New York was nominated in the Houston 
convention and led off by promising the American people what 
Franklin Roosevelt four years later gave them—liquor. 

The solid South held the balance of power in that election, 
and “Jim” Cannon rolled up his sleeves and undertook as impossible 
a thing as mortal man has usdertaken—the division of the solid South 
and the taking from the Democrats enough southern states to swell 
the Republican electoral vote to a majerity. When the smoke cleared, 
he had done it. 

History will recount that -Bishop James Cannon, Jr., 
not a military strategist, accomplished as great a “coup” in that elec- 
tion as ever Napoleon dreamed of, or Stalin put over in Stalingrad. 

But he came from that fight with the blood and mud of battle 
on his garments. He had never been an acceptable bishop. Certainly, 
this warrior looked everything other than a bishop as he came back 
to the General Conference with the scalp of the liquor traffic hang- 
ing to his belt. He had not only split the Southern Democrats but 
he had split the Southern Methodists. Thousands of Southern Methodists 
would have joined the Baptists but for the fact that the Baptists were 
more enthusiastic over Cannon than was his own gang. 

The following General Conference saw Hell-rise up and Heaven 
pulled down in an effort to “shelve” Cannon. He came out with bloody 
head unbowed. 

Four years passed and Providence seemed friendly to the college 
of bishops. Bishop Cannon had contracted tropical fever in Africa and 
now he was a cripple for the rest of his life. Pressure was brought 
on the Committee on Episcopacy and a report was brought in re- 
commending his retirement. Again I stayed up all night. Nathan 
Newby.-and: I knocked on men’s doors at midnight. We were 
closeted in the bishop’s room at 2:00 a. m. The bishop was deeply 
hurt. 'The Conference met at 9 o’clock and the fight was on. 

I have been privileged to lead several battles but never one 
that I gave myself to as that one. As the old negro preacher said 
in the “experience meeting,” “Physically, I was a moral wreck,” 
when that day ended. But,.thank God, “Jim” Cannon was still on the 
active roll as a bishop of the Southern Methodist church. 

I saw him in Chicago some time ago. It took two canes, a crutch, 
and a friend to help him navigate. From his knees down, he was 
done. But from his neck up, he was still, in my opinion, the smartest 
bishop in the Methodist church on the American continent,

They believe 
that after salvation a _ second 
miraculous work may take place 
in the heart whereby one is freed 
from the carnal nature, freed from 
sin and given Christian perfection, 
I do not believe that is taught in 
the Scriptures. 

However, I believe that one can 
have many, many blessings after 
salvation. I feel that one may be 
filled with the: Spirit and given 
soul-winning power any time he 
needs this power of the. Holy 
Spirit. I believe one may have 
light on the Word of God to un- 
derstand it better. One.may have 
comfort in sorrow. There aré 
many, many blessings for a 
Christian after salvation, but I 
do not like to call them a second 
blessing. And I do not believe 
that God ever makes people sin< 
lessly perfect in this life, and I 
do not think that. the carnal 
nature is ever eradicated until 
one goes to meet Jesus. 


How can I have assurance that § 
am saved? 


You can know that you are a 
Christian, not by how you feel, 
for that varies, but by simply 
taking God’s Word for it. Did you 
trust in Christ? If so, then you 
have His word for it that you 
have passed from death into life 
and are God’s child. Read over 
John 1:12, John 3:36, John 5:24, 
John 6:37 and John 6:47 and see 
how positively the Lord states 
that you are saved and have ever- 
lasting life if you trusted in 
Christ. 

The reason you do not feel right 
is probably because you are not 
doing as much for the Lord as you 
ought. Remember that the Lord 
did not promise that people would 
feel ju8t such and such a way be- 
cause they were saved. Salvation 
is one thing, settled by faith in 
Christ. Joy and happiness depend 
on how you live. Apply the same 
thing to married life and you will 
see, One can be married without 
being happy, but married people 
have a right to be happy.

“The Rev. Straughan Lowe Get- 
tier, minister of the Unitarian 
Church at Princeton, N. J., will 
deliver the charge to the min- 
ister.” 


The Editor Comments 


We do not wonder’ that the 
Southern Baptist pastor is shock- 
ed, particularly that a Unitarian 
minister should be selected to give 
the charge to the pastor at the 
installation services. The Unita- 
rian church is founded on the ba- 
sis that Jesus Christ is not God. 
New Testament Christianity is 
based upon the doctrine of the 
Trinity, one God in three persons, 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit. But 
Unitarians deny the Christian posi- 
tion. They believe that there is 
a God, but not necessarily the God 
of the Bible. They believe that 
Jesus was a good man, but that 
He was not God. They do not 
worship Him; they do not pray 
in His name. Unitarian churches 
are not Christian churches. A 
Unitarian pastor is not himself a 
Christian and does not believe that 
Jesus is what He claimed to be. 
A Unitarian pastor has never 
trusted in the atoning blood of 
Jesus Christ, and never preaches 
it. How can any self-respecting 
pastor invite a Unitarian to give 
the charge in his installation ser- 
vice? And what could a Unitarian 
pastor say, that would be helpful, 
when he denies every fundamen- 
tal of the Christian faith? 


Do not think I am slandering 
Unitarians. The First Unitarian 
Church had a Christmas advertis- 
ment in the Louisville, Kentucky, 
Courier-Journal, Saturday morn- 
ing, December 24th, saying: 


“CHRISTMAS FOR ITS OWN 

SAKE 

“Christmas is fun, if you will 
make it so, It always was. It 
doesn’t have to have a savior. It 
doesn’t have to have a Santa 
Claus. These are just lovely stor- 
ies we all enjoy. We really like 
Christmas for its own sake. It 
didn’t begin with Santa Claus and 
it didn’t begin with the birth of 
Jesus. It doesn’t depend on them 
for its meaning, but they make 
it richer for us...” 


Notice that the ad spells “Sav- 
ior’ with a small “s.” All Unitar- 
ians flatly deny the deity of 
Christ, say that stories about the 


_ birth of Christ are no more real 


than the legends of Santa Claus, 
say that Jesus is not a Saviour. 
And now a Baptist pastor has an 
infidel Unitarian giving him the 
charge to the duties and respon- 
sibilities of a preacher of the Gos- 
pel!

The Bible gives very clear in- 
structions about the matter of as- 
sociating with unbelievers, infidels 
like every Unitarian pastor. The 
Scripture says, 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 


unrighteousness? and what com-. 


munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? And 
what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the liwing God; as God 
hath said, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people. 
Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith thé 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you, And 
will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty.’—II Cor. 
6 :14-18, 


Again in II John 7-11 we read 
the plain command: 


“For many deceivers are entered 
into the world, who confess. not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh. This is a deceiver and an 
antichrist. Look to yourselves, that 
we lose not those things which 
we have wrought, but that we 
receive a full reward. Whosoever 
transgresseth, and abideth not in 
the doctrine of Christ, hath 
not God. He that abideth in the 
doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son. If there 
come any unto you, and bring not 
this doctrine, receive him. .not into 
your house, neither bid - him God 
speed: «For he that biddeth him 
God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” 


No Christian has a right to ap- 
pear on the same religious pro- 


gram with an infidel and recognize 


the infidel_as a Christian. To re- 
ceive such a person is forbidden. 
To bid him “God speed” is for- 
bidden. To hear such a man 
preach as if he were God’s man; 
to support him with money; to re- 
gard him as a Christian and give 
him the hand of fellowship is a 
sin, plainly forbidden in the Bible! 

It was about people like this 
that Paul commanded, Let him be 
damned! In Galatians 1:8, 9, Paul 
says by divine inspiration: ° 


“But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him 
be accursed. As we said before, so 
say I now again, If any man 
preach any other gospel unto you 
than that ye have received, let 
him be accursed.” 


To associate with people on a 
Christian basis where they are not 
Christians is forbidden. To count 
anybody a Christian brother who 
denies the blood atonement, denies 
the deity of Christ, denies the 
authority and inspiration of the 
Bible, is plainly.forbidden in the 
Bible. A Unitarian has a right to 
his. religion, but he has no right 
to call it the Christian religion, 
because it is not, and no Chris- 
tian has a right to have fellow- 
ship on a spiritual basis with an 
infidel, Of -course, an infidel is 
simply one who does not believe 
in the inspiration of the Bible and 
the essentials of the Christian 
faith, as dictionaries plainly de- 
fine the term. 


But what can you expect of 
Baptist pastors when Nels F. 8. 
Ferre, George Buttrick, Emil 
Brunner, and McCracken of Fos- 
dick’s Riverside Church in New 
York are invited speakers at the 
Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary at Louisville? As the 
seminaries go, so the preachers go. 
And so any Baptist who helps sup- 
port this kind of modernism will 
have to answer to God for the 
young preachers led astray by 
such a wicked example and teach- 
ing. :

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Billy Graham in India 
— 
Violence Prevents Mass Meetings in Bombay. 100,000 Hear Evangelist 
in Three Services in Madras, 4,000 Claim Christ

Billy Graham, who flew 8,000 
miles to India as a representative 
of the Prince of Peace, was wel- 
comed with a bloody orgy of mob 
violence described as the blackest 
days in the history of ancient 
Bombay. The surging street bat- 
tles between howling mobs and, 
rifle-firing police, with death tolls 
climbing past the 50 mark_and 


hundreds injured, forced cancélla- | 


tion of Billy’s meetings here Jan- 
uary the thirteenth. 

The rally, which would have 
been the largest Protestant relig- 
ious meeting ever held here, would 
have been the first on the 25,000- 
mile around-the-world tour. 


Two persons were killed outside 
the stadium where the meeting 
was scheduled to be held. A mob 
of rock-throwing hooligans attack- 
ed the police station only a few 
minutes after Christian leaders of 
Bombay had conferred with the 
police commissioner about the 
danger of holding the meeting. 


Five officers were killed during 
the day as police clamped a tight 
dusk-to-dawn curfew on the city 
and ordered cancellation of all 
public meétings and sports events. 
Authorities agreed it would be in- 
viting a major disaster to hold the 
large open air religious meeting 
with such tension mounting. 


A civil disturbance over the 
party that would rule Bombay, 
not the visit of Billy, was given 
as‘ the cause of the violence but 
most officials agreed that the up- 
rising was Communist inspired. 

Billy went to troubled areas of 
3ombay where trams were stoned 
and cars burned. He saw young 
men beating an old shopkeeper for 
keeping his store open. Human 
hate was rampant. A policeman 
was stoned to death at his post. 
Acid bombs were thrown into 
faces of people. 


During his travels around Bom- 
bay Billy saw many things strange 
to an American. He saw a mon- 
goose kill a cobra; took off his 
shoes and walked through a Hindu 
temple where people worshipped 
some of their 35,000 gods; saw 
scores of mothers, fathers and 
children sleeping on streets and 
saw them tie their few possessions 
on branches of trees. During the 
day he talked with educated men 
who would never kill a cow or 
an ant or any living thing for fear 
they would be killing an ancestor, 

When Billy returned to his hotel 
room he fell on’ his knees and 
prayed, “Oh God, help us to love 
these people. Help us to put our 
arms around them and love them 
as Christ would have done.” 
__rhe masses didn’t get to hear 


Billy in Bombay, but a large in- 
door meeting was held for min- 
isters and Christian workers. They 
rejoiced over the fact that God 
could use mob violence to make 
Bombay the most prayed-for city 
in history. 

Billy told them he was not dis- 
couraged. Hate and death had 
marred the beginning, he said, but 
added that Christians around the 
world were praying that God 
would use the weakness of fight- 
ing men to spotlight the promises 
of Christ for people everywhere. 

Vital India, throbbing giant of 
the Far East, is being courted by 
world spokesmen from many lands 
who have stated India is the_key 
to all southeastern Asia. This is 
a land of 400,000,000 people, more 
than twice the population of the 
United States, in a land half the 
size. ° 

Russia’s Bulganin and Khrush- 
chev made a triumphal _ tour 
through India in recent months, 
and it is evident,they gained many 
followers for Communism. 

It is into such a picture as this 
that the world’s most famous 
evangelist has stepped. 

On the brighter side for Billy’s 
visit are thousands of concerned 
Christians who prayed for several 
years that God would send him 
here, with over 3,000 letters asking 
Billy to come. When he accepted 
the Anvitation several months ago 
for a three-week tour, Christians 


four days and nights. They had 
been praying in a 24-hour prayer 
chain for weeks that God would 
bless India through Billy. 


When all accommodations in 
town were gone people went from 
house to house seeking rooms. 
Hundreds slept in the open. They 
had come to hear a man who had 
the peculiar gift for talking about 
God in a language that people 
could understand. 


Morning meetings at 7 o'clock 
and evening meetings at 6 o'clock 
were scheduled for three days. 
The morning meetings were held 
for ministers, with more than 
9,000 on hand at dawn for the 
first meeting. 


Over 30,000 turned out for the 
evening rally. Some of the people 
sat at the site all day. About 3,000 
were present by 2 p.m. Billy has 
had larger crowds but there was 
something different about this one. 
People, some dressed in rags and 
others in the finest of silk robes, 
sat there on grass mats and wait- 
ed. Most were barefooted. Men 
and women never sit together in 
church. There was’ no hum of 
conversations. People were quict. 
It was an unreal quietness. 

There were two choirs of 300 
each. One sang in English, and the 
other in Indian dialect. An In- 
dian band played music which had 
a foot-patting beat to it. 

Billy stepped up to the mike. 
He had two interpreters instead 
of the usual one. The message had 
to be translated into Telegu and 
Tamil dialects. He would stop 
after each phrase or sentence and 
had plenty of time to sé¢ratch his 
head before time to speak again. 
India has hundreds of dialects. 
People can live 20 miles apart and 
not be able to understand each 
other. Billy spoke about a man by

They 
are returning with new vigor for 
what they consider to be the 
world’s most important job—and 
who can say that it isn’t.

Days 


Among many thousands of 
people who poured into Madras 
from all parts of India to hear 
Billy Graham was one man who 
walked over 400 miles. He preach- 
ed at villages along the way. 

When told about the man Billy 
replied, “I am not worthy of 
preaching to that man. I should 
be sitting at his feet.” 

One hundred people from Hyder- 
abad, 800 miles away, rode a train

of Him. To others Christ was just 
one of thousands of other gods, 
but Billy described Him as the 
only God, with the Bible quotation, 
“Tam the way, the truth and the 
life. No man cometh unto the 
Father but by me.” He added: 
“Many Indians seem to _ have 
the idea that Christianity is a 
western religion. That is wrong. 
There were Christian churches in 
India before America was dis- 
covered. Christ was an easterner. 
His skin was not as light as mine 
and it was not as dark as yours,” 
A wire service dispatch quoted 


Billy as saying Christ was a Ne- 


gro. He did not say that. 

He described Christ as the only 
road to Heaven and then told 
eager listeners they could only get 
there by repentance of sin and re- 
ceiving Jesus by faith. 

He gave the invitation. The re- 
sponse was immediate. The front 
aisle was filled in minutes. Some 
of those standing before the plat- 
form wore a tiny dot in the fore- 
head—the sign of a Hindu holy 
man. A man knelt with his face 
in the dust. Pitiful little children 
with their ribs showing stood there 
looking up. Members of the high 
and low castes stood side by side. 
The front aisle was becoming 
dangerously filled and Billy had to 
ask people to stand where they 
were. In the counseling room a 
total of 1,389 signed decision cards. 
But over 4,000 Gospels of John 
were given out. There were not 
enough Tamil, Telegu and English 
counselors to go around. 

On the second night 904 signed 
ecards and over 1,000 signed de- 
cision cards the third night. 

Probably the most impressive 
service of the Madras meetings 
was a morning address to 7,000 
students of the area. Billy stressed 
the folly of rejecting Christ be- 
cause the human mind cannot 
understand all about Him intel- 
lectually. 

Two hundred and fifty of the 
students responded to the invita- 
tion. A missionary in India for 
many years said, “These are the 
finest young men and women in 
India. This is the first time any- 
one has ever reached their hearts 
with the Gospel of Christ.” His 
eyes were filled with tears. 

During three days in Madras 
Billy spoke to over 100,000 In- 
dians and recorded about 4,000 de- 
cisions for Christ. Bulganin and 
Khrushchev didn’t do as well.

‘WASHINGTON—An address was delivered the other day that 
should have been printed in every newspaper in every country in 
the world. It was made by George Meany, president of the newly

“Too many in the free world seem to have lost their capacity 
for moral indignation against the most brutal inhumanities when they 
are perpetrated by communists. It is painful, but we must face the 
cruel facts of life.

“WE OF THE DEMOCRATIC camp must develop a far more 
vigorous moral attitude. We must rekindle our capacity to cry out 
against, to protest against the godless dogmas and savage crimes being 
perpetrated by Moscow. 


“Such struggles and such protests are not negative actions. They 
are positive.

Htow to Control Your 
Comper 


A troubled Christian writes confessing to a bad temper 
and asking how to overcome this fault. The counsel given 
this Christian friend should help you also, and we give it here. 


1. You must lay your whole life 
on the altar for God, being willing 
to be what He wants you to be 
and do what He wants you to do. 
There is no such thing as being 
victorious without being surrend- 
ered. If you are really surrender- 
ed to the will of God and willing 
to do what He wants you to do, 
then you have a right to ask His 
help. 


2. You should set out to grow 
in grace by daily reading the 
Word of God. I suggest that you 
read several chapters a day, that 
you read it with earnest and lov- 
ing. attention and that you ask 
the blessed Holy Spirit to teach 
you God’s Word, Jesus prayed for 
us Christians, “Sancitify them 
through thy truth. Thy Word is 
truth.” In Acts 20:32 Paul said to 
the elders of Ephesus, “I commend 
you to God, and to the word of 
his grace, which is “able to build 
you up, and to give you an in- 
heritance among all them which 
are sanctified.” You see, the Word 
of God has a sanctifying influence 
that sets us apart for God and 
helps us to live to please Him. 

Again, Psalm 119:9 says, “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart, 
that I might not sin against thee.” 

These Scriptures clearly show 
that clean, consecrated holy living 
requires knowing, meditating on 
the Word of God. You can have 
the Christian character and 
strength you need if you take 
plenty of time with the Word of 
God and meditate on it continual- 
ly. 

3. You should have regular times 
of secret prayer, preferably each 


morning, perhaps more often than 
once a day. And when you pray, 
confess your sin. Particularly take 
pains to confess this fault of tem- 
per and a sharp tongue. In fact, 
every time you become conscious 
that you have done wrong in this 
matter you should go to God at 
once in your heart, honestly con- 
fessing that you have done wrong. 
First John 1:9 says, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 


just to forgive us our sins, and to | 


cleanse. us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” Notice that God will not 
only forgive the wrong but will 
cleanse us, that is, help to get us 
away from the sin. Here is an ab- 
solute promise of God; you should 
believe it and act on it. 

4. One more thing is necessary 
to overcome this fault of terfper 
and its results. When it causes 
you to speak sharply to someone 
or mistreat someone, you must 
apologize to them. There is noth- 
ing that will do so much to over- 
come a fault as honest confession. 
That old carnal nature of yours 
will certainly get tired of having 
to “shell down the corn” and ad- 
mit the sin of an ugly temper and 
unkind words and mistreatment 
of friends. So learn to say at once, 
“T am sorry! I should not have 
said that.” 

I suggest that you keep this let- 
ter at hand until you thoroughly 
memorize these five steps and 
you can have constant and daily 
victory over your temper, by God’s 
grace,

The Editor’s Answer 


Dear Brother H ; 

I am glad to have your letter 
asking what the Bible has to say 
about ordination of preachers. I 
hope I can help you. 

In Acts, chapter 6, we find that 
seven men, “. . . full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom ” were 
selected to be deacons. The people 
by mutual consent sought out the 
seven men, “Whom they set before 
the apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands on 


them.” That was an ordination 
service, or an installation service, 
and the apostles laid their hands 
on the deacons’ heads and prayed 
for them that God would give 
them power for the work they 
were to do. 


Another Scripture on this mat- 
ter of ordination for the Lord's 
work is given in Acts 13:1-3: 


“Now there were in the church 
that was at Antioch certain pro- 
phets and teachers; as Barnabas, 
and Simeon that was called Niger, 
and Lucius of Cyrene, and Man- 
aen, which had been brought up 
with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 
As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have 
called them. And when they had 
fasted and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them 
away.” 

You will note that in the church 
at Antioch a group of leaders, el- 
ders, preachers prayed together. 
God told them to set apart Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work that 
He had called them to. “And when 
they had fasted and prayed, and 
laid their hands on them, they sent 
them away.” Again here was lay- 
ing on of hands, praying God’s 
Holy Spirit in power to come 
upon them for the ministry to 
which God had called them.

Is It Wrong to Have Social Affairs 
Sponsored by the Church? 


By the Editor 


Dear Brother M——-: 

I am grateful for your honest 
good letter and will answer it as 
honestly and briefly as I can. 

I was a pastor for years and I 
had the same prohlem to consider 
and decide upon. First, I was so 
displeased with the overemphasis 
on entertainment in many church- 
es that I started out not to have 
any kind of social affairs in the 
church building or sponsored by 
the church. However, since I 


the hands of the presbytery” (1 
Tim. 4:14). 


Here it seems quite clear that 
a presbytery, or a group of elders, 
(ministers) laid their hands on 
Timothy, and prayed for him, 
setting him apart officially to the 
work of the ministry. And in 
answer to these who prayed, a cer- 
tain gift came upon Timothy for 
the ministry. , 


Again, in Acts 14:23 we find 
that Paul and Barnabas “.. . or- 
dained them elders in every 


church, and had prayed with fast- 
ing, they commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they believed.” I 
do not know all that took place 
in the ordination, but it included 
“passing on the fitness of the men 
to be elders or preachers, included 
prayer (in that case with fasting), 
and we suppose the laying on of 
hands, as was the New Testament 
custom illustrated in the three 
cases I have already mentioned. 


I do not know that ordination in 
Bible times always involved a 
charge to the church, a charge to 
the candidate, a presentation of a 
Bible, and such things. But those 
elements are certainly fitting in 
the ordination of a man to be 
pastor of a church or to preach 
the Gospel. We know that men 
laid hands on the heads of min- 
isterial candidates and prayed for 
them. Sometimes this included 
fasting. And always it was intend- 
ed that the candidate for the min- 
istry should be filled with the 
Spirit and enabled and empowered 
for his work. 

In Timothy’s gift, it is indicated, 
that a supernatural gift came 
upon Timothy with the laying on 
of the hands of the presbytery. 

You ask if one must be pastor 
of a church before being ordained. 

Usually it is understood that if 
God has called a man to preach 
he may preach, whether ordained 
or not. D. L. Moody was never or- 
dained. Billy Sunday was ordained 
after he had been preaching many 
years. However, to have the full 
rights of a pastor, one needs to be 
ordained. The government recog- 
nizes an ordained minister usually 
as one authorized to perform 
marriages. Most churches feel that 
there ought to be an ordained min- 
ister to administer baptism, and 
the Lord’s Supper. So, in some 
cases, men are not ordained to the 
ministry until they are called as 
pastor of some church. 

However, in my own case I was 
anxious to be set apart for the 
ministry, and the First Baptist 
Church at Decatur, Texas, recog- 
nized that God had called me, and 
set me apart in a public ordination 
service before I was called as 
pastor of a church. I think that 
there is no set rule in this matter. 
No one should be ordained until 
he means to give himself unreser- 
vedly to the ministry of the Gos- 
pel. If all are convinced that he 
has whole-heartedly given himself 
to the ministry and should be re- 
cognized as a man of God in the 
ministry, then an ordination may 
proceed before a man is called to 
a church. 


Thank you for your letter. I 


An earnest Christian man writes the editor, telling how 
his church has now some social affairs for young people and 
others, sometimes serving refreshments in the church build- 
ing or having games in the church basement. He asks me for 
counsel. Is such Christian fellowship, sponsored by churches 
and in chureh buildings, permissable in Bible-believing and 
spiritual churches? He mentions that Jesus cast out the 
money lenders from the temple saying, “It is written, My 
house shall be called the house of prayer; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves” (Matt. 21:13). ) 

Trusting that this answer to this question may be help- 
ful to others, we publish it here. 


could not find any Scripture that 
forbad having social affairs, I had 
to change my mind and _  con- 
sider whether or not social meet- 
ings might not be good for Chris- 
tians. Later we had some social 
affairs in the homes and some- 
times in the church building. 


I certainly think it would be 
wrong to make a church “a den 
of thieves,” but I do not see that 
one is a thief because he has a 
sandwich or a cup of tea. Hav- 
ing wicked men defrauding the 
public in the temple at Jerusalem 
is much different from having 
Christian fellowship in a church 
house. 


I was accustomed even when a 
boy to having dinners served for 
visitors on certain occasions. 
I did not see anything wrong with 
that, but strangely enough, I was 
prejudiced against having other 
kinds of social affairs. 

Now my convictions are as fol- 
lows: 

1. In New ‘Testament times 
they did not have church build- 
ings at first. Churches met in 
the homes of the people or other 
borrowed buildings. Hence our 
ideas about what is right and 
proper in a church house do not 
come from the Bible. As far as 
we can tell from the Bible, any- 
thing that is proper and Chris- 
tion in a home would be proper 
in a church house, if it were used 
to the glory of God. 

2. The Bible commands a Chris- 
tian to be just as religious about 
the other things in his life as in 
official church services. “Whether 
therefore ye eat, or drink, or what- 
soever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God” (I Cor. 10:31). I believe that 
people can eat amd drink to the 
glory of God. 

3. Christians really need fel- 
lowship. When I was pastor I was 
sad to find that some of our Chris- 
tian young people married unsaved 
people and other young Christians 
were lonely because they only saw 
one another in church. I felt it was 
helpful to encourage them to get 
together as Christians, and I 
think a church can do great good 
by carefully supervising the fel- 
lowship of its young people. 

4. Where the Bible does not. 
make an issue or give any com- 
mands forbidding Christian fel- 
lowship in the church building or 
fellowship sponsored by the 
churches, then. we Christians 
ought not make an issue. We 
should stand on the Bible itself. 
Where the Bible speaks, we should 
speak. Where the Bible is silent, 
we should be silent. With that in 


hope this will be helpful. 
In Jesus’ name, yours,

P.S. In ordination, great care 
should be exercised. No one should 
be. ordained to preach who is not 
truly converted, is not clean and 
reputable and consecrated in his 
life, and who is not sound in doc- 
trine. It is sinful and wicked to 
send anybody forth to preach the 
Gospel who does not believe all 
the Bible and who is not sound on 
principal doctrines. On the other 
hand it is never right to make 
ordination depend upon one’s prom- 
ise to support some denomina- 
tional program. No such thing was 
ever heard of in Bible times. If a 
man sets out to be true to Christ 
and the Bible, and takes holy 
vows to do that ‘as he and the 
group ordaining him understand 
the Bible, then no one has the 
right to require his fidelity to a 
human organization which may go 
contrary to the Bible.

I think there should 
be prayer and something of a 
Spiritual nature in all the social 
occasions sponsored by a church, 
and it should certainly be of the 
highest type. Churches certainly 
should never allow dancing, should 
never encourage attendance at the 
commercial picture show, etc. And 
young people must be continually 
“taught that entertainment is not 
the main thing. Some of it is 
good, but it must always be sec- 
ondary to soul winning and other 
more important matters.

I DON’T PLEASE TO DRINK, I 
DON’T CARE TO GAMBLE, I 
DON’T DESIRE ANY SHOWS, I 
DON’T FEEL LIKE DANCING 
WITH SOMEONE ELSE’S WIFE, 
AND I KNOW OF NO LODGE 
I CAN CONSCIENTIOUSLY AT- 
TEND! =. 

Is that being crazy? They say 
I am! 

But, if I'm crazy—I have Hea- 
ven for my asylum, and Christ for 
my caretaker, and a happy peace 
with God, and I’m “living it up!” 
I think I'll just go on being crazy! 

Oh, there are a lot of things they 
say I’m crazy about, but I'll just 
list a few to see if you think I’m 
crazy, too. They say I’m crazy 
because: 


I Don’t Drink 


No, and’ I never have touched 
my lips to any alcoholic beverage. 
I almost did once when I gave 
blood and they offered me a jig- 
ger of the stuff; I don’t know what 
it was, but I said I didn’t need 
any; found out afterwards it was 
whisky! In Florida they give you 
orange juice—lots better! But, you 
know, I wonder how many people 
would say I was crazy if I should 
ask them in their serious moments 
“Do you think I’m crazy because I 
don’t drink like 65 million other 
Americans?” I think most of them 
would say I wasn’t—and especial- 
ly the 65 million Americans who 
do! 

In one North Carolina county 
alone, an investigation turned up 
these figures: they lose $22 mil- 
lion a year because of the 2,200 
drunks they arrest every year! 
Ten thousand dollars a year for 
every drunkard they have! Say, 
that’s kind of crazy, don’t you 
think? 

Listen, young people, Evangeline 
Booth’s words are so true — 
EVERY STATEMENT CAN BE 
PROVEN BY THE FACTS AND 
FIGURES: 


“Drink has drained more 
blood, hung more crepe, sold 
more homes, plunged more peo- 
ple into bankruptcy, armed more 
villains, slain more children, 
snapped more wedding rings, de- 
filed more innocence, blinded 
more eyes, twisted more limbs, 
dethroned more reason, wrecked 
more manhood, dishonored more 
womanhood, broken more hearts, 
blasted more lives, driven more 
to suicide and dug more graves 
than any other poisoned scourge 
that ever swept its death-dealing 
waves across the world.” 


Friend, if that’s the case—and 
it is—I don’t think I’m so crazy 
for not drinking, do you? 

And say, Americans last year 
spent nearly $10 billion for liquors. 
That’s one-fifth of all the Money 
spent in the United States for 
everything! And yet they ‘holler,’ 
“Why don’t we pay our school 
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Am Crazy! 


teachers more money? Why can’t 
we get better schools? Why so 
much juvenile delinquency?” Juve- 
nile delinquency? THERE WOULD 
BE NO SUCH THING IF IT 
WERE NOT FOR PARENTAL 
DELINQUENCY FIRST! ADULT 
DELINQUENCY! Who runs the 
beer halls? The young people? Who 
directs the night clubs, the young 
people? Who makes, distributes, 
and sells the smokes and drinks? 
The young people? We spent $850 
million more for alcohol than ed- 
ucation last year! Sounds crazy to 
me! It just doesn’t make sense! 


Each person in the United 
States drank eighteen gallons of 
the stuff last year, on an aver- 
age, counting even those who don’t 
drink! Over fifty gallons apiece 
for the 65 million who do drink, 
and they spent over $150 apiece 
for it!. Wonder how much they 
gave to charity? The church? 

It all sounds crazy to me. But, 
they say I’m crazy! 

Scientists tell us, 
prove, that alcohol attacks the 
brain first, loosening inhibitions, 
lessening restraint to sin, so that 
young people have to “beer up” 
before they go to their dances to 
get courage for their advances— 
but, the next morning all they have 
is a big head and a dark brown 
taste in their mouth. And, about 
a month later the girls find some- 
thing else they wish to God they 
didn’t have! America has, it has 
been conservatively estimated, a- 
bout 75,000 illegal abortions a 
year! Probably alcohol has _in- 
duced most of it. The damnable 
brewery industry has called it 
“cupid’s love potion!” 

Sounds crazy, stark raving mad, 
if you ask me! 

Beer is proven to attack first 
in young people that which brings 
out their sadistic nature; it tends 
to cruelty.

You already know what I think 
about drinking, but some “dope” 
comes along and says, “But, Mr. 
Meloon, surely you don’t think 
it is right for us to deprive people 
of their rights do you? If they 
want to drink, that’s their busi- 
ness; let them have it!” 

Listen, WHEN THEY DRINK 
| AND RUN MY CHILDREN 
DOWN ON THE HIGHWAYS, 
THAT’S MY BUSINESS! WHEN 
THEY DRINK AND SEDUCE 
MY GIRL, THAT’S MY BUSI- 
NESS! WHEN THEY DRINK 
AND WIN AWAY THE YOUNG 
PEOPLE OF MY CHURCH, 
THAT’S MY BUSINESS! 

In fact, whenever they drink 
they always meddle in someone 
else’s business! You have never 
seen a man yet who just loved 
to get drunk all by himself! Only 
the confirmed alcoholic does _ it, 
and he doesn’t love it! He has to! 

The Bible says, “‘None of us 
liveth to himself, and no man 
dieth to himself.” The least (and 
yet the most) you do is influence 
some other younger person by 
your example, if no more—and 


and facts 


there is generally more, much 
more! 
When you drink, therefore, it 


is my business. I'm making it mj 
business! And would to God I had 
the power to VOTE IT OUT! 
Christians, we have the power, 
we have the votes, why don’t we 
do it? Did you know that with 
those who did vote dry, that IF 
ALL BAPTISTS ALONE SOUTH 
OF THE MASON-DIXON LINE 
HAD VOTED DRY LAST ELEC- 
TION, EVERY STATE WOULD 
HAVE BEEN DRY! Shame on us! 


We have let you down, young 
people, can you forgive us? We'll 
try and do better next time! 

I had an absentee ballot clerk 
go with me once to one of my 
church members so he could vote; 
he was sick in bed. But, he blurt- 
ed out, to my surprise, “Me? Vote 
dry? Listen, I remember the days 
of prohibition! You'll never get 
me to vote dry!” He wouldn't 
touch the _ stuff himself, but 
would vote to let others have it. 
Was he a dry? As Benjamin 
Bubar, our Civic League state 
secretary often refers to them, “He 
is a damp dry!” (Hope I got that 
‘“p” on there!) WHAT A STUPID 
ASS HE WAS! He had swallow- 
ed all the liquor barons hogwash! 
He had swilled in all their sick- 
ening commercials over TV and 
radio—he was crazy, if anyone 
ever was! 

I reminded this man _ that 
THERE IS FAR MORE BOOT- 
LEGGING NOW TO EVADE 
THE TAX THAN THERE EVER 
WAS UNDER PROHIBITION! 
FACTS PROVE IT! THERE ARE 
FAR MORE LIQUOR LAW VIO- 
LATORS NOW THAN THERE 
EVER WERE BEFORE REPEAL! 
Yes, and there is far more blind- 
ness caused by “bad liquor” (none 
of it is any good!), far more ill 
health, caused by drunkenness, far 
more inmates in institutions for 
alcoholism, far more drunken driv- 
ing, far more vagrancy, far more 
liquor induced crime—TODAY— 
than ever before! Facts and fig- 
ures prove this! 

Yet, they say I’m crazy to vote 
dry! 

What’s so crazy about it? I say 
they are crazy, foolish! Listen, 
did you know that there are 
10,000 people killed by liquor to 
every one killed by a mad dog? 
That's right! Facts prove it. But, 
what do they do in each case? 
THEY SHOOT THE MAD DOG 
AND BURY HIM and LICENSE 
THE LIQUOR MEN TO SELL 
MORE OF THE STUFF TO KILL 
ANOTHER 10,000! 

Who's crazy, I'd like to know? 

THE BIGGEST STUMBLING- 
BLOCK THESE FELLOWS 
HAVE IS THE ONE UNDER 
THEIR HATS! Why, they are 
so stupid they arrest a man for 
being drunk and yet they license 
men to sell him the stuff that 
gets him drunk! What’s the sense 
in that? + 

On one corner they have uni- 
formed policemen—all set, all! 
paid, and all ready to seize him 
for drinking too much, and on 
the other corner in one of their 
stores they have other uniformed 
men—all set, all paid, and all 
ready to serve him the stuff to 
get him that way. Sounds like 
a con game, a racket—sounds 
crazy, too! 

And that isn’t all! The drunk, the 
alcoholic who gets put in the pen 
for his sin (pardon me, disease, 
if you are easily offended!) puts 
himself and family on the state; 
he can't support them, can’t even 
pay taxes, so, you know what? 
THEY TAG THE INNOCENT 
MAN, THE DRY, THE ABSTAIN- 
ER WITH EXHORBITANT TAX- 
ES NECESSARY TO CARE 
FOR THEM ALL. US! YOU AND 
I! WE FOOT THE BILL, AND 
WE CAN’T DO A THING ABOUT 
IT. The drys pay through the nose 
so the wets can drink! Sounds 
crazy to me. But, they call me 
crazy because I vote dry! 

The beer barons are absolutely 
silly with the talk they give us! 
“Give us repeal and we'll fill up 
the coffers of the United States 
with revenue!” NEVER HAVE

pid from drink, dope, smoke, and 
barbiturates! - 

The way some Christians talk, 
you would think that for them to 
get into. all sorts of sin helped 
them to be saved! Although it is 
true that “where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound,” 
Paul also said, “What... ? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace 
may abound? God forbid.” But 
they say, “Yes, but if they are. 
not saved, then whatever they do 
is just that much more sin, and 
if they are sinners anyway, then 
what they do is not really wrong 
for them, just wrong for Chris- 
tians!” Again, HOGWASH! This 
is antinomianism of the most sub- 
tle and deceitful type, exactly 
what Paul was speaking against! 
I say. LET'S RIB- THE COUN- 
TRY OF AS MUCH EVIL AS WE 
CAN! WE AS CHRISTIANS 
OUGHT TO BE UP TO OUR 
NECKS IN AS MUCH CIVIC 
RIGHTEOUS ACTION AS WE 
CAN! DON’T LET =‘THOSE 
YOUNG PEOPLE DOWN! SHOW 
THEM WE CAN HELP THEM 
LICK SIN WITH THE POWER 
OF THE GOSPEL—A TWO-EDG- 
ED SWORD THAT STRIKES 
BOTH WAYS, NEGATIVE AS 
WELL AS POSITIVE! AND 
WHEN WE DO THEY WILL 
HAVE MORE RESPECT FOR 
THE POSITIVE MESSAGE OF 
SALVATION THROUGH 
CHRIST! 

Yes, they say I’m crazy for not 
voting wet, but I don’t see any 
sense in it myself! 

They say, “Don’t vote dry; you 
are infringing on their liberty!” 
I heard a fellow say once, about 
to get into a fight, “Your liberty 
ends where my nose begins!” May- 
be I’m crazy, but their arguments 
sound positively stupid! 

I suppose a lot of people in 
my town think I’m crazy because 
I refer to smoking a lot and be- 
cause: 


I Don’t Smoke 


I stood on a dock in Winter 
Park, Florida, waiting for my 
dad’s boat to pull in which this 
man beside me had chartered for 
the evening. They told me he was 
a millionaire. The lake was calm, 
not a ripple; the moon was just 
coming over the eastern horizon. 
It was quiet, except for the distant - 
hum of the motor in Dad’s 25- 
passenger “Scenic” that toured 
Winter Park’s lakes. The man be- 
side me coughed, but I didn’t 
think anything about it—we all 
cough once in a while. But, he 
soon began coughing vehemently, 
wheezing in a breath of air only 
to expel it in a rasping, raucous 
cough. He tried desperately to end

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then white, and when it turned 
blue, I was scared! I asked him if 
there was anything I could do, get 
him some water, pat him on the 
back—something! But, unable to 
speak, he waved me off as if to 
say, “Nothing—-you can’t do any- 
thing.”’ He sat down on a bench 
nearby and got weaker and weaker, 
and finally, all out of breath, and 
holding his sides in bitter pain, it 
subsided. It was some minutes be- 
fore he got his breath back, As 
Dad’s boat came alongside, he 
turned to me, a lad of sixteen then, 
and his breath still short, he said, 
“Son, do — — you — — smoke?” 


“Why, no sir, I don’t.” 
Then, with as serious a look’ 


ger’s disease that took the King 
of England a few years ago—caus- 
ed only by tobacco’s nicotine.” 

Yes, that could be me! But, to- 
day I stand 5 feet 11 inches, 180 
pounds and healthy and strong! I 
enjoy the taste of my food; I save 
up to $300 a year which I can 
use to clothe my family and buy 
ice cream and candy for my kids; 
I can read a “No Smoking” sign 
and laugh at it! I can actually go 
for hours, days, and months with- 
out any peculiar nausea arising in 
the pit of my stomach that rasps 
at me, “You need another cigar- 
ette!” 

All this while I look out my 
window and see a fellow walking 


as I have seen on any man’s face, | down the street. What is he doing? 
he put his hand on my shoulder| Why, he’s walking a mile for a 


and cried, “Then don’t ever start! | 
Don’t ever start!” 

But out of his shirt pocket he 
took a package of Old Golds (you 
know, “not a cough in a carload” 
they were advertising then) and| 
Jit it up and blew out a great-cloud | 
of the dirty, deceitful, devilish, 
damning stuff—gigarette smoke! 

And, they say I’m crazy! Just) 
because I don’t smoke—“like; 
everybody else’! 

“Say, Mr. Winter Park Million- 
aire, what would you give to be 
able to give up the filthy weed?” 

“Son, I’d give all I have if I 
could only stop smoking!” 

“Say, Mr. Winter Park Man, do 
you think I’m crazy for not smok- 
ing?” 

“Stick to it, son; you are a wise 
young fellow!” 

So, I go off with my thumbs 
under my armpits—good, I say! 

Yet, I realize now, “But for the 
grace of God, there goes Wilfrid 
Meloon!” 

“But for Christian parents, who 
sternly disciplined me, and who 
set good examples for me, there 
goes Wilfrid Meloon! Crazy as a 
coot with the filthy cigarette hab- 
it—coughing, wheezing, shaking— 
and bumming a cigarette off some 
other bum on the street!” 

“Fire at one end and fool at 
the other, he’s pounding another 
nail in his coffin!” 

“Because God didn’t outfit him 
with a smokestack in his head, he 
has. to pull it through his mouth, 


line his stomach with it, coat his 


lungs with it, twitch his nerves 
with it, then exhaust it thrgugh 
his nose and get it in his eyes! 
The doctor says he’ll probably get 
lung cancer or T. B. or he might 
go blind. He could die with Ber- 


Camel! Just can’t do without it! 

My it’s great to be free! Isn't 
it wonderful, that when someone 
says to me, “Cigarette?” I can 
say either, “Yes, thank you!” or 
I can say, “NO!” and I prefer to 
say “NO!” 

Gene Tunney wrote, ‘The chain 
smoker suffers from a chronic 
tired feeling. He is an energy 
bankrupt, and must borrow en- 
ergy at the outrageous interest 
rate of still more smoking. (Yes, 
‘Camels give you a lift’ that’s 
true, BUT A GREATER LET- 
DOWN! Thus, ‘outrageous interest 
rate’). In the meantime his food 
tastes like a motorman’s glove, 
and a- hacking cough keeps his 
throat raw as a_sandpapered 
blister! Some fun, smoking!” 

And they say I’m crazy because 
I don’t smoke!

I Don’t Dance 


Probably these same _ people 
would call Moses crazy, too, when 
he came down off the mount and 
found his people—dancing! He was 
so angry he threw down the 
tables of stone that God had just 
written on and broke them. God 
spoke to Moses and told him that 
He hated dancing so much that 
everyone of those people who 
would not respond to “Who is on 
the Lord’s:-side?” should have 
their heads lopped off with the 
sword!

At the reform school you ask 
a gruff, hardened juvenile delin- 
quent, “What sent you here, my 
girl?” 

You would probably get an an- 
swer something like, “It’s none 
of your d____ business, but I got 
my start at the high school danc- 
es!” 

At the prison you ask the sunk- 
en-faced harlot, “What made you 
go into that awful business?” 

“My pastor never said a word 
against the dance!” (Shame on 
him!) 

At the home for unwed mothers, 
you ask a pretty, pink-faced slip 
of a girl in her early teens, “And 
why are you here, little one?” 


As tears flood her innocent eyes, 
she bursts out with a gush of sob- 
bing words, “I lost my purity af- 
ter a dance!” ; 

And they say I’m crazy because 
I don’t dance! They say it’s none 
of my business when I try to keep 
other young people from dancing, 
and when I object to school dance 
affairs! Yes, they say I’m crazy! 
What do you think, young folk? 

They also say I’m crazy be- 
cause: 


I Don’t Play Cards 


Well, if Pm crazy, then I’m in 
the same category as the man who 
invented the deck of regular 
cards, for he was an insane king 


—King Charles of France! But, J 


don’t use them and the ones who 
call-me crazy are the ones who do! 
Often this king had seizures or 
fits of insanity that would send 
him stark raving mad and they 
would have to lock him up. (His- 
tory bears me -out; look it up!) 
While in these fits of insanity, 
he would curse, swear, blaspheme 
—and the only thing that they 
finally found that would calm his 
outbursts and keep him quiet was 
a peculiar set of cards he invented 
himself—the regular playing card 
of today! 

‘This was in 1392, some 560 
years ago now. For hundreds of 
years after that, these cards were 
condemned by all society—clubs, 
organizations—of any repute, in- 
cluding the churches. They were 
called “The Devil’s Bible,” “the 
Devil’s Picture Book,” and T. De- 
Witt -Talmage said, “I would ra- 
ther have my children»play with 
a nest of rattlesnakes than with 
a deck of cards!” 


Why? Do you think I’m crazy? 
Is this just fantasy? Ask the for- 
mer criminals, gamblers, who have 
been saved and will reveal to you 
the secret language of cards, the 
obscene games, including ‘strip 
poker,”’ the demon possession that 
comes through cards! If I’m crazy 
not to use them, then some peo- 
ple are completely off their rock- 
er! If people enjoy— I say, enjoy— 
the thing that alone could satiate 
a mad, insane king, then—who 
is crazy? Am I or they? That mad 
king enjoyed them, too! That 
“crazy” king and people today 
have something in common when 
they use the Devil's bible! 

You ask, “Well, why did those 
cards have that peculiar effect on 
that king?” 

BECAUSE OF THE SO-CALL- 
EDs “SECRET MEANING” OR 
LANGUAGE OF THE CARDS. 
There is a meaning to each card, 
and a language with several to- 
gether—and it is not, by the way, 
the sugary, goody-goody meaning 
attributed to them in the obnox- 
ious, nauseating popular song and 
reading; -*‘THE SOLDIER AND 
THE DECK OF CARDS.” That 
song is the worst of blasphemies, a- 
long with the deck of cards itself! 
It is true, though, that the Queen 
represents Mary, the mother of 
Jesus; but, of course, in the mind 
of the king he thought of her only 
to blaspheme her. In his imagina- 
tion he made the Jack be repres- 
entative of the lewd, licentious 
libertine, and the Joker was the 
illegal offspring of the Queen and 
the licentious Jack, therefore mak- 
ing Jesus a Joker and the bastard 
son of a harlot and a libertine! 

Do you know now why Chris- 
tians don’t play cards? Of course, 
many do not know these things! 
Maybe you didn’t, and you still 
play cards! If so, now you know; 
I don’t see how you could con- 
scientiously use them for any ex- 
cuse! Down through the past 564 
years, these things have been dim- 
med by time, and righteous in- 
dignation against them has wan- 
ed; so much so that Ely Culbert- 
son boasted he was selling 1,500 
copies of his book a day, and that 
he had personally trained 1,600 
men and women to teach the game 
of bridge alone! And they paid 
him $60 apiece to do so! 

With this in mind, it appears 
plain that no person should play 
any game using this pack of regu- 
lar playing cards! There is no such 
thing as an “innocent game of 
bridge” “an innocent hand of 
whist,” etc. 

I don’t need to try and prove 
to you that these cards are the 
biggest item in gambling, and 
that Flinch cards, -Pit,. Snap, etc., 
just won't do! They could use 
them to gamble with just as easy 
as the fifty-two card deck, as you 
can gamble on anything, but these 
don’t satiate their sinful minds 
like the “dirty deck”! Try suggest- 
ing Pit at the next card party, if 
you attend! You will get laughed 
out of town! * 

If I’m: crazy not to play with 
a tool of Satan that a crazy man 
invented to satiate his demons, 
then I'll go on being crazy, but I 
rather think the shoe is on the 
other foot. YOU ARE CRAZY IF 
YOU FOOL AROUND WITH 
THE DEVIL’S PICTURE BOOK, 
A PACK OF CARDS! - 

Then, there are others who 
think I’m crazy because: 


I Don’t Go to the Movies 


I never drank, I never smoked 
(except to be smart as a kid, and 
under good cover) never played 
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with a deck of cards, and never 
tried to dance (I'll take that back. 
Once at a church social the pas- 
tor’s daughter tried to show me, 
but I wasn’t a very good pupil!) 
BUT—with the movies, it was dif- 
ferent. I had an insatiable desire 
to go to the movies!

NIGHT AND CRY OUT, “O GOD, 
ERASE THOSE SCENES FROM 
MY MEMORY FOREVER.” But 
they are still ‘there. I believe He 
has given me the victory, for they 
no longer tempt me, but those 
scenes are still vivid; the groove on 
my brain is still there. I think I 
would actually go crazy if I had 
to have a heavy diet of that stuff 
—or even once in a while! (And 
‘just in passing, the fact that the 
picture comes through a tube in- 
to your very own homes doesn’t 
sanctify the picture! 

Qne night I crept out the win- 
dow of our bedroom, silently, sil- 
ently—only to come face to face 
with Dad on the porch—waiting 
for us! He knew! Knew it every 
time,I suppose. He hadn’t enforced 
his will upon us with a whip (may- 
be it would have been better if 
he had), but his look right there 
was enough to wither me! 

He quietly asked, “Where are 


you going?” (As if he. didn't 
know!) 


“To the show with Donald and 
Harold” (my brother and cousin 
respectively, both saved and in 
the Lord now). 


“Well, go on tonight..but I want 
you to do one thing for me. You 
have just accepted Christ as your 
Saviour. I want you tonight—just 
tonight—all through the picture 
to ask yourself, ‘Is this what I 
ought to be looking at? Will this 
help me to know Christ better?’ 
And then tomorrow, let me know.” 


THAT WAS THE LAST TIME 
I EVER WENT TO THE SHOW! 


I did once go to see “King of 
Kings” in a theater and felt un- 
easy the whole time! Once re- 
cently I went into a theater for 
a special showing to ministers of 
“Martin Luther,” but even then 
I felt out of place on the Devil’s 
territory, and vowed then and 
there I would never enter another 
theater for any purpose! (Unless 
they let me preach!) 


Am I crazy? They say I am. 
What do you think? 


What is the most common sub- 
ject of the movies today? No 
trouble answering that; no one 
will dispute it—sex! Independent 
secular surveys—not a bunch of 
long-haired religious fanatics— 
but colleges, universities,  etc., 
show as high as eighty-six per 
cent are sex pictures! Love? HOL- 
LYWOOD “LOVE” IS SPELL- 
ED DIFFERENTLY—L-U-S-T! 

I pick up this week’s paper and 
read the biggest ad in the first 
paper I pick up, “THE SECOND 
GREATEST SEX”! Another en- 
titled “PASSION,” another “KIS- 
MET” and is described as “a de- 
luge of song and dance—with the 
world’s most beautiful girls!” 
“THE RAINS OF RANCHIPUR” 
described, “Theirs was the great- 
est sin that even .the heavens 
could not wash away.” “ALL 
THAT HEAVEN ALLOWS” de- 
scribed, “They wanted all of each 
other that heaven would allow,” 
ete., etc. The list is long—look 
at your own papers—and the pic- 
tures in the ads defy description! 
Without sex, sadism, horror, and 
violence, the motion picture indus- 
try would succumb to TV, but as 
long as they can supply the sadis- 


_tic impulse_ of America’s spiritu- 
“ally unregenerate people’ with 


more sex, more horror, more vio- 
lence, they will survive! 


“But, you see, Reverend, we do 
not go to see all those sexy ones, 
as you call them. I go, and allow 
my children to go, only to the 
good movies!” Good movies? I 
didn’t know there were any! You 
see, I don’t go. Maybe there is a 
good one now and then; MAYBE

These “darlings” set the 
standards for morals, and the more 
they are divorced and remarried, 
the more they get mixed up in 
dope scandals, etc., the more popu- 
lar they are. Box office receipts 
prove it. Marilyn Monroe is a lot 
more popular today after she di- 
vorced DiMaggio and made her 
plea, “I want someone that will 
love me and make something of 
me” or words to that effect! 

Hollywood producers are pur- 
veyors of filth—the “filth column”! 
And they harp on the sensitive 
emotions of America’s. teenagers 
for their filthy lucre! Most of 
you adults wouldn't allow your 
children to play with the children 
of Hollywood stars if they lived 
near you, but you do worse when 
you slip them a quarter and snap, 
“Take in a movie!” and you are 
rid of them for the afternoon! 


Little boys go around “banging” 
everybody dead, thinking nothing 
of it, nor their parents, either!

That is only the first degree! In 
the second, he is under penalty 
of “having my left breast torn 
open, my heart plucked out and 
given to the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the air.” The 
third, or Master’s degree, “my 
body severed in twain, my bowels 
taken from thence and burned to 
ashes.”’ Appropriate signs are used 
constantly to remind them of 
their obligation, a quick motion 
across the throat with the hand, 
across the chest and across the 
abdomen, first, second and third 
degree respectively.

How to Come to Jesus

way as I will explain. 

First of all, God knows those 
who will trust Him, and He has 
determined ahead of time that the 
moment you trust Him He will 
save you. Oh, how eagerly He 
watches your heart. How He sends 


athe blessed Holy Spirit to move 


you to repent and turn to Christ! 


In this same chapter, verse 44, 
Jesus said, ““_No man can come to 
me, except the Father which hath 
sent me draw him. . .” You see, 
we poor frail sinners are so lost 
in sin, so cold and blind and dead 
in our sins, that if God just left 
us alone, we would all go on to 
Hell. Our consciences would not 
bother us. We would not fear death. 
We would not see the danger 
of delay. We would not want to 
come to Jesus. So_the dear Father 
in Heaven who wants every sinner 
to turn from his sin and become 
His child does draw people to 
Jesus. And those who heed the 
wooing of the blessed Holy Spirit, 
those who do not resist God's call, 
God gives to Jesus. 


Do you have any sense of guilt 
over your sins? That shows good 
sense! What a foolish, wicked 
thing it is to go on with no 
thought of the future, with no 
sorrow for your sins, with no 
concern over your poor lost soul. 
Do you find, from time to time, 
that even when you want to do 
good you fail? Do you break your 
resolutions? 


I know a man who had been 
drinking for years, and he wanted 
to be saved. But he feared and 
feared. “How can I ever get rid 
of this enslaving habit?” That was 
the thought in his heart. He had 
made so many vows and broken 
them ‘every When he had 
promised his wife to quit, he did 
not have the will power to do it. 
He was soon dragged into the 
clutches of drink again. So when in 
deep distress of soul he knelt down 
to pray and call on God, he said, 
“O God, I don’t promise you any- 
thing! I promised my wife I would 


one! 


_ quit drinking and I could not do 


it. I don’t know whether I can 
quit now. I don’t promise you any- 
thing, but my friend keeps telling 
me that you can give people a 
new heart. If you have a new heart 
for me, I sure need one!” 

And God did give him a new 
heart, and did help him to turn his 
back on liquor and the sins that 


had enslaved him in the past. 

But the thing I am telling you 
is that this concern, even this 
consciousness of your weakness, 
is good proof that God is drawing 
you to Jesus and giving you to 
Jesus, and that Jesus wants to 
save you. 


It may be someone reads this 
who has had deep trouble of heart. 
Maybe you are like the man who 
called me at Shamrock, Texas, 
to come and preach the funeral 
service of his new-born baby boy. 
He was,a poor man. The baby was 
brought to the grave in a little 
pine box covered with muslin, 
held on the lap of two men in the 
back seat of a model T Ford car. 

We had a simple service at the 
grave, and when the grave was 
covered and rounded up and home- 
grown flowers were put on it by 
loving neighbors, he turned to 
me with a sob and said, “He was 
so big and fine! I can’t see why 
he didn’t live! The doctor said 
he just didn’t breath, that’s all!” 


I told this troubled father as we 
stood by the grave together that 
I felt sure God was speaking to 
his heart and calling him to trust 
the Saviour and so he could meet 
the dear little one in Heaven. 

“That is just what my wife said 
this morning!” he said, with a 
startled face. 

I put my arm around his big, 
brawny shoulders and suggested 
that we kneel down there by that 
new-made grave and that he ask 
Jesus Christ to come into his 
heart. And that is exactly what 
he did. We knelt together and in 
his tears he asked the Lord Jesus 
to forgive him and save him. And 
he went home to tell his sick wife 
that he would meet his baby in 
Heaven. You see, God was calling 
him and bringing him to Jesus. 
The sorrow, the trouble was just 
part of God’s way to show him 
his need of the Saviour and to 
bring him to Jesus. And so he 
came! 


Well, then it is clear that if you 
want to come to Christ, God put 
that desire in your heart. If you 
feel a guilt over your sins, God 
put that consciousness of your 
need and your guilt in your heart 
to bring you to Jesus. If the Holy 
Spirit is dealing with you, striving 
with you, warning and convicting 
you, that is simply God drawing 
you toward Jesus Christ. He has 


offered you to Jesus Christ, and if 
you will come, you will not be 
rejected! 


Now let us see the rest of the 
verse and the wonderful thing it 
means. 


II. “Him That Cometh to Me 
I Will in No Wise Cast Out” 


What does it mean to come to 
Christ? Well, there are different 
ways of saying it in the Bible. 
Sometimes the Bible says, ‘“Look!”’ 
In Isaiah 45:22, God calls out to 
sinners everywhere, “Look unto 
me, and be ye saved, all ye ends 
of the earth: for I am God, and 
there is none else.” God simply 
means that the heart should turn 
to face Him and rely upon Him. 

The same thought is given in 
the wonderful story of the Israel- 
ites encamped in the wilderness 
who were bitten by fiery serpents, 
as told in Numbers 21:5-9. There 
we are told that as many people 
were dying, the others in despair 
begged Moses to pray. And when 
Moses prayed, God told him to 
make a snake out of brass ‘and 
put it on a pole. And everyone who 
would simply look to that brass 
snake on a pole in the midst of 
the camp would immediately, that 
very instant, be cured of the snake 
bite! What a simple and wonder- 
ful way to be saved from the fatal 
poison of the serpent! And Jesus 
told Nicodemus in the third chap- 
ter of John, “... As Moses lifted up 


‘the serpent in the wilderness, even 


so must the Son of man be lifted 
up: That whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
eternal life.” So you see, another 
word for coming to Jesus is to 
“look.” If in your heart you come, 
He will not turn you down. So 
turn to look at Him now and look 
to Him now. 

Another word for coming to 
Jesus is to “call upon Him” or 
pray. Romans 10:13 says,

never casts him out, as He prom- 
ised plainly. 

I looked jinto the sad eyes of 
a woman o had fallen into sin. 
She did not know whether she was 
saved or not. I read John 6:37 to 
her and she read it for herself. 
“Did you come to Jesus?” I asked. 


“T do not know. I wanted to 
come, I tried to come. But I do 
not know whether I came aright 
or not,” she said. 


“Oh, but if you wanted to come, 
that is what He means, It is the 
“want to” that is real coming to 
Jesus! It is not walking down 
an aisle. It is not joining a church. 
It is a simple heart decision that 
says, ‘I want to be saved, I want 
Jesus to forgive me. 1 want to 
have a new heart. I want Jesus to 
take me now and make me God’s 
child. This moment I decide it. 
I won't delay for anything, and 
I won’t turn Him down any more.’ 
Those who really wanted to come 
and chose to come have already 
come in their hearts.” So I said 
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to her and so I say to you. 
Do you fear you couldn’t come 
aright? Well, if you come at all, 
that is all Jesus asked. He didn’t 
say, “If you come with a sober 
face.” He didn’t say, “If you come 
with tears.” He didn’t say, “If 
you make big promises.” He did- 
n't say “If you come saying 
‘Hallelujah!’ and with joy running 
over.” Jesus simply said, “Him 
that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” Never mind the 
fire works and never mind the 
emotions. If in your poor, tired, 
sinning heart you want to come 
to Jesus, then I beg you just sim- 
ply come today, right now, this 
moment! 

You remember that Joshua chal- 
lenged Israel, “. . . choose you this 
day whom ye will serve... but 
as for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord” (Josh. 24715). You 


see, coming is choosing. If in your 
heart you take Jesus, then He is 
yours. If you choose Him, that 
heart-choice settles the matter and 
Jesus receives you. 


It was said about some people, 
“He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not” (John 1: 
11). It was the sad complaint of 
Jesus to some poor sinners, “. . 
ye will not come to me that ye 
might have life” (John 5:20). But 
one who will come, can come. Yea, 
if he chooses to come, decides to 
come, then he does come. 


And Jesus promised “. . . him 
that cométh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” That means there 
are no delays. Jesus has no quib- 
bles. 


I knew of a firm that advertised 
sewing machines on television for 
$29.95. But when people called and 
the salesman came to see them, 
the company was always out of 
that cheaper model and wanted 
to sell an expensive model that 
cost two and a half times as much! 
Well, crooked men may do that 
way about their promises, but not 
the Lord Jesus! If Jesus said 
come, then He will receive you. 
He has promised and you may rely 
upon it. 

“But how will I know that He 
has received me?”’ someone asks, 
Why, poor foolish man or wo- 
man, can you not believe what 
Jesus said? Do you want any fur- 
ther evidence than the solemn 
promise of the Son of God? You 
who will take the word of men 
about promises to pay, you who 
honor the signature of men on a 
check, you who believe a printed 
guarantee of a company, are you 
unwilling to risk the plain promise 
of the Son of God Himself, writ- 
ten down here in the Bible? You 
see, you do not need any further 
evidence. Oh, there will be plenty 
of things to encourage your heart 
and to give further assurance lat- 
er, but the thing to do is simply 


to believe what Jesus said and

a Christian is asking, “that: I 
make such poor progress in my 
Christian life?

“The Lord added to the church 
daily those that were being sav- 
ed;”’ and such statements as this 
in Acts 4:4: “Many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men came to be 
Tout five thousand;’ and such 
statements as this in Acts 5:14

corded is frdém the history of the 
‘church of Jesus Christ today. 
|Take for example, that first 
\statement, “The Lord added to 
'the church daily. (that is every 
| day, or, as the Revised Version 
puts it, ‘day by day’) those that 
were being saved.’ Why, nowadays 
if we have a revival once a year 
with an accession of fifty or sixty 
members and spend all the rest of 
the year slipping back to where 
we were before, we think we are 
doing pretty well. But in those 
days there was a revival all the 
time and accessions every day of 
those who not only “hit the trail” 
but “were (really) being saved.” 

Why this difference between the 
early church and the church of 
Jesus Ghrist today? Someone will 
answer, ““Because there is so much 
opposition today.”’ Ah, but there 
was opposition in those days; most 
bitter, most determined, most re- 
lentless opposition, opposition. in 
comparison with which that which 
you and I meet today is but child’s 
play. But the early church went 
right on beating down all opposi- 
tion, surmounting every obstacle, 
conquering every foe, always vic- 
torious, right on without a set- 
back from Jerusalem to Rome, in 
the face of the most firmly en- 
trenched and most mighty hea- 
thenism and unbelief. I repeat the 
question—““Why was it?” If you 
will turn. to the chapters from 
which I have already quoted, you 
will get your answer. 


Turn, for example, to the first 
chapter from which I quoted, Acts 
2, and read the 42nd verse: “And 
they continued stedfastly in the 
apostles’ teaching and fellowship, 
in the breaking of bread and the 
prayers.” That is a picture very 
brief but very suggestive of the 
early church, IT WAS A PRAYING

A PRAYING 
CHURCH AND A PRAYING MINISTRY! 
Ah, such a church and such a 
ministry can achieve anything that 
ought to be achieved. It will go 
steadily on beating down all op- 
position, surmounting every ob- 
stacle, conquering every foe, just 
as much today as it did in the days 
of the apostles. 


There is nothing else in which 
the church of today and the min- 
istry of today, or, to be more 
explicit, in which you and I, have 
departed more notably and more 
lamentably from apostolic prece- 
dent than in this matter of prayer. 
We do not live in a praying age. 
A very considerable proportion of 
the membership of our evangelical 
churches today do not believe even 
theoretically in prayer, that is, 
they do not believe in prayer as 
bringing anything to pass that 
would not have come to pass even 
if they"had not prayed. They be- 
lieve in prayer as having a bene- 
ficial “reflex influence,” that is, 
as benefiting the person who 
prays, a sort of lifting yourself up 
by your spiritual bootstraps, but 
as for prayer bringing anything to 
pass that would not have come to 
pass if we had not prayed, they 
do not believe in it and many of 
them frankly say so, and even 
some of our “modern ministers” 
say so. 


And with that part of our 
church membership that does be- 
lieve in prayer theoretically—and 
thank God I believe it is still the 
vast majority in our evangelical 
churches—even they do not make 
the use of this mighty instrument 
that God has put into our hands 


As I said, we do not live in a 
praying age. We live in an age of 
hustle and bustle, of man’s efforts 
and man’s determination, of man’s 
confidence in himself and in his 
own power to achieve things, an 
age of human organization, and 
human machinery, and human 
push, and human scheming, and 
human achievement; which in the 


things of God means no real 
achievement at all. I think it 
would be perfectly safe to say, 


that the church of Christ was 
never in all its history so fully 
and so skillfully arid so thoroughly 
and so perfectly organized as it is 
today. Our machinery is wonder- 
ful, it is just perfect, but alas it 
is machinery without power; and 
when things do not go right, in- 
stead of going to the real source 
of our failure, our neglect to de- 
pend upon God and to look to God 
for power, we look around to see 
if there is not some new organi- 
zation we can get up, some new 
wheel that we can add to our 


too many wheels already. What we 
need is not so much some new 
organization, some new wheel, but 
“the Spirit of the living creature 
in the wheels” we already possess. 


I believe that the Devil stands 
and looks at the church today 
and laughs in his sleeve, as he sees 
how its members depend upon 
their own scheming and powers 
of organization and skillfully de- 
vised machinery. ‘Ha, ha,” he 
laughs, “you may have your 
Y. M. C. A.’s, and Y. W. C. A.’s, 
and your W. C. T. U.’s, and Y. P. 
S. C. E.’s, and B. Y. P. U.’s., and 
your Boy Scouts, and your costly 
church edifices, and your fifty- 
thousand-dollar church organs, and 
your brilliant  university-bred 
preachers, and your high-priced 
choirs, and your gifted sopranos, 
and aitos, and tenors, and basses,

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when the Devil sees a man or 
woman who really believes in 
prayer, who knows how to pray, 
and who really does pray, and 
above all, when he sees a whole 
church on its face before God in 
prayer, “he trembles” as much as 
he ever did, for he knows that his 
day in that church or community 
is at an end, 


Prayer has as much power to- 
day, when men and women are 
themselves on praying ground and 
meeting the conditions of prevail- 
ing prayer, as it ever has had. 
God has not changed; and His ear 
is just as quick to hear the voice 
of real prayer, and His hand is 
just as long and strong to save, as 
it ever was. “Behold, the Lord’s 
hand is not shortened, that it can- 
not save: neither his ear heavy, 
that it cannot hear.” But “our 
iniquities”’ may “have separated 
between us and our God, and our 
sins” may “have hid his face from 
us, that he will not hear.” (Isa. 59: 
1, 2.) Prayer is the key that un- 
locks all the storehouses of God's 
infinite grace and power. All that 
God is, and all that God has, $s 
at the disposal of prayer. But We 
must use the key. Prayer can do 
anything that God can do, and as 
God can do anything, prayer is 
omnipotent. No one can stand 
against the man who knows how 
to pray and who meets all the con- 
ditions of prevailing prayer and 
who really prays. “The Lord God 
Omnipotent” works for him and 
works through him. 


I. Prayer Will Promote Our 
Personal Holiness as Nothing 
Else Except the Study of 
the Word of God 

But what, specifically, will 
prayer do? We have been dealing 
in generalities, let us come down 
to the definite and specific. The 
Word of God very plainly answers 
the question. 

In the first place, prayer will 
promote our personal piety, our 
individual holiness, our individual 
growth into the. likeness of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ as 
almost nothing else, as nothing 
else but the study of the Word of 
God; and these two things, prayer 
and study of the Word of \God, al- 
ways go hand in hand, for there 
is no true prayer without study 
of the Word of God, and there 
is no true study of the Word of 
God without prayer. 

Other things being equal, your 
growth and mine into the likeness 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ will be in exact proportion 
to the time and to the heart we 
put into prayer. Please note exact- 
ly Wiras I soy: “Your growth and 
mine into the likeness oi our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ will be 
in exact proportion to the time 
and to the heart We put into 
prayer.” I put it in that way be- 
cause there are many who put a 
great deal of time into praying 
but they put so little heart into 
their praying that they do very 
little praying in the long time they 
spend at it; while there are others 
who perhaps may not put so much 
time into praying but who put so 
much heart into their praying, 
that they accomplish vastly more 
by their praying in a short time 
than the others accomplish by 
their praying a long time. God 
Himself has told us in Jeremiah 
29:13: “And ye shall seek me, and 
find me, when ye shall search for 
me with all your heart.” 


We are told in the Word of 
God in Ephesians 1:3, that God 
“hath blessed us with every 
spiritual blessing in the heavenly 
places in Christ.” That is to say, 
that Jesus Christ by His atoning 
death and by His resurrection and 
ascension to the right hand of the 
Father, has obtained for every be- 
liever in Jesus Christ every pos- 
sible spiritual blessing. There is no 
spiritual blessing that any believer 
enjoys that may not be yours. It 
belongs to you now, Christ pur- 
chased it by His atoning death and 
God has pr6évided it in Him. It is 
there for you; but it is your part 
to claim it, to put out your hand 
and take it, and God’s appointed 
way of claiming blessings, or put- 
ting out your hand and appropri- 
ating to yourself the blessings 
that are procured for you by the 
atoning death of Jesus Christ, is 
by prayer. Prayer is the hand_that 
takes to ourselves the blessings 
that God has already provided in 
His Son. 

Go through your Bible and you 
will find it definitely stated that 


every conceivable spiritual blessing 
is obtained by prayer. For ex- 
ample, it is in answer to prayer, 
as we learn from Psalm 139:23, 
24, that God searches us and 
knows our hearts, tries us and 
knows our thoughts, brings to 
light the sin that there is in us 
and delivers us from it. It is an 
answer to prayer, as we learn 
from Psalm 19:12, 13, that we are 
cleansed from secret faults and 
God keeps us back from pre- 
sumptuous sins. It is an answer 
to prayer, as we learn from the 
14th verse of the same Psalm, 
that “the words of our mouth and 
the meditations of our heart are 
made acceptable in God's sight.” 
It is an answer to prayer, as we 
learn from the 25th Psalm, verses 
4 and 5, that God shows us His 
ways and teaches us His path, 
and guides us in His truth. It is 
in answer to prayer, as we learn 
from the prayer our Lord Himself 
taught us, that-we are kept from 
temptation and delivered from the 
power of the wicked one. (Matt. 
6:13, R. V.) It is in answer to 
prayer, as we learn from Luke 
11:13, that God gives us His Holy 
Spirit, and so we might go on 
through the whole catalogue of 
spiritual blessings and we would 
find that every one is obtained 
by asking for it. Indeed, our Lord 
Himself has said in Matthew 7:11: 
“Tf ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts to your child- 
ren, how much more shall your 
Father which is in heaven give 
good things to them that ask him.” 


One of the most instructive and 
suggestive passages in the entire 
Bible as showing the mighty power 
of prayer to transform us into the 
likeness of our Lord Jesus Him- 
self, is found in II Corinthians 
3:18: “But we all, with unveiled 
face beholding as in a mirror (The 
English Revision reads better ‘re- 
flecting as a mirror’) the glory of 
the Lord, are transformed into the 
same image from glory to glory, 
even as from the Lord the Spirit.” 
The thought is this, that the Lord 
is the Sun, you and I are mirrors, 
and just as a mischievous boy on 
a bright sunshiny day will catch 
the rays of the sun in a piece of 
broken looking-glass and reflect 
them into your eyes and mine with 
almost blinding power, so we as 
mirrors, when we commune with 
God, catch the rays of His moral 
glory and reflect them out upon 
the world ‘from glory to glory,” 
that is, each new time we com- 
mune with Him we catch some- 
thing new of His glory and reflect 
it out upon the world. You remem- 
ber the story of Moses, not “folk- 
lore,” as some would have us be- 
lieve, but actual history, how he 
went up into the Mount and tar- 
ried alone for forty days with 
God, gazing upon that ineffable 
glory, and caught so much of the 
glory in his own face that when 
he came down from the Mount, 
though he himself knew it not, his 
face so shone that he had to draw 
a veil over it to hide the blinding 
giory of it from his fellow Israel- 
ites. Even so we, going up into 
the Mount of prayer, away from 
the world, alone with God, and 
remaining -long alone with God, 
catch the rays of His glory so that 
when we come down to our fellow 
men not so much our faces shine 
(though I do bélieve that some- 
times even our faces shine), but 
our characters, with the glory 
that we have been beholding, and 
we reflect out upon the world the 
moral glory of God from “glory 
to glory,” each new time of com- 
munion with Him catching some- 
thing new of His glory to reflect 
out upon the world. Oh, here is the 
secret of becoming much like God, 
remaining long alone with God. If 
you won't stay long with Him, 
you won't much like Him. 


One of the most remarkable 
men in Scotland’s history was 
John ‘Welch, son-in-law of John 
Knox, the great Scotch reformer; 
not so well known as his famous 
father-in-law but in some respects 
a far more remarkable man than 
John Knox himself. Most people 
have the idea that it was John 
Knox who prayed: “Give me Scot- 
land or I die.” It was not, it was 
John Welch, his son-in-law. John 
Welch put it on record before he 
died, that he counted that day 
ill-spent that he did not put seven 
or eight hours into secret prayer; 
and when John Welch came to die 
an old Scotchman who had known 
him from his boyhood said of John 
Welch, “John Welch was a type of 
Christ.” Of course that was an 


inaccurate use of language, but 
what the old Scotchman meant 
was, that Jesus Christ had 
stamped the impress of His char- 
acter upon John Welch. When had 
Jesus Christ done it? In those 
seven or eight hours of daily com- 
munion with Him. I do not 
suppose that God has called many 
of us, if any of us, to put seven or 
eight hours a day into prayer, 
but I am confident God has called 
most of us, if not everyone of us, 
to put more time into prayer than 
we now do. That is one of the 
great secrets of holiness; indeed, 
the only way in which we can be- 
come really holy and continue 
holy. 


Some years ago we often sang 
a hymn, Take Time to Be Holy. I 
wish we sang it more in these 
days. It takes time to be holy, 
one cannot be holy in a hurry; and 
much of the time that it takes 
to be holy must go into secret 
prayer. Some people express sur- 
prise that professing Christians 
today are so little like their Lord, 
but when I stop to think how 
little time the average Christian 
today puts into secret prayer the 
thing that astonishes me is, not 
that we are so little like the Lord, 
but that we are as much like the 
Lord as we are, when we take so 
little time for secret prayer. 


II. Prayer Will Bring the 
Power of God Into 
Our Work 


But not only will prayer pro- 
mote as almost nothing else our 
personal holiness, but prayer will 
also bring the power of God into 
our work. We read in Isaiah 
40:31: “They that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings 
as eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary; and they shall walk 
‘plod right along day after day, 
which is far harder than running 
or flying}, and not faint.” 

It is the privilege of every child 
of God to have the power of God 
in their service. And the verse 
just quoted tells us how to obtain 
it, and that is by ‘waiting upon the 
Lord’ Sometimes you will hear 
people stand up in meeting, not 
so frequently perhaps in these 
days as in former days, and say: 
“T am trying to serve God in my 
poor, weak way.” Well, if you are 
trying to serve God in your poor, 
weak way, quit it: your duty is to 
serve God in dis strong, tri- 
umphant way. But you say I 
have no natural ability; then get 
supernatural ability. The religion 
of Jesus Christ is a supernatural 
religion from start to finish, and 
we should live our lives in super- 
natural power, the power of God 
through Jesus Christ, and we 
should perform our service with 
supernatural power, the power of 
God ministered by the Holy Spirit 
through Jesus Christ. You say, 
“I have no natural gifts.” Then 
get supernatural gifts. The Holy 
Spirit is promised to every be- 
liever in order that he may obtain 
the supernatural gifts which 
qualify him for the particular 
service to which God calls him. 
“He” [the Holy Spirit], divideth 
to each one /|that is,.to each and 
every believer| severally even as 
he will” (1 Cor, 12:11). It is ours 
to have the power of God, if we 
will only seek it by prayer, in any 
and every line of service to which 
God calls us. 


Are you a mother or a father? 
Do you wish power from God to 
bring your own children up in the 
‘nurture and admonition of the 
Lord?” God commands you to do 
it, and especially commands the fa- 
ther to do it. God says in Ephesians 
6:4: “Ye fathers, provoke not 
your children to wrath: but bring 
them up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord.” 


Now God never commands the 
impossible, and as He commands 
us fathers, and the mothers also, 
to bring our children up in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord it is possible for us to do it. 
If any one of your children is not 
saved, the first blame lies at your 
own door. Paul said to the jailer 
in Philippi: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house” (Acts 
16:31). * 


Yes; it is the solemn duty of 
every father and mother to have 
every one of their children saved. 
But we can never accomplish it 
unless we are much in prayer to 
God for power to do it. In my first 
pastorate I had as a member of my 
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church a most excellent Christian. 
woman, but she had a little boy 
of six who was one of the most 
incorrigible youngsters I ever 
knew in my life. He was the terror 
ef the community. The most diffi- 
cult boy, I think, I ever knew. 
One Sunday at the close of the 
morning service his mother came 
to me and said: 

“You know ——” (calling her 
boy by his first name). 

“Yes,” I replied, “I know him.” 
Everybody in town knew him. 
Then she said, 

“You know he is not a very good 
boy.” 

“Yes,” I replied, “I know he is 
not a very good boy.” Indeed, that 
was a decidedly euphemistic way 
of putting it; in point of fact he 
was the terror of the neighbor- 
hood. Then this heavy-hearted 
mother said, 

“What shall I do?” 

I replied, “Have you ever tried 
prayer?” 

“Why,” she said, “of course I 
pray.” 

“Oh,” I said, “that is not what 
I mean. Have you ever asked God 
definitely to regenerate your boy 
and expected Him to do it?” 

“IT do not think I have ever 
been as definite as that.” 

“Well,” I said, “you go right 
home and be just as definite as 
that.” She went home, she was 
just as definite as that; and I 
think it was from that very day, 
certainly from that week, that 
boy was a transformed boy and 
grew up into fine young manhood. 

Oh, mothers and fathers, it is 
your privilege to have every one 
of your children saved. But it costs 
something to have them saved. It 
costs your spending much time 
alone with God, to be much in 
prayer, and it costs also your 
making those sacrifices, and 
straightening out those things in 
your life that are wrong, it costs 
the fulfilling the conditions of pre- 
vailing prayer. And if any of you 
have unsaved children, when you 
go home today get alone with 
God and ask God to show you 
what it is in your own life that is 
responsible for the present condi- 
tion of your children, and straight- 
en it out at once and then get 
alone before God and hold on to 
Him in earnest prayer for the de- 
finite conversion of each one of 
your children, and do not rest 
until, by prayer and by your put- 
ting forth every effort, you know 
beyond question that every one 
of your children is definitely and 
positively converted and born a- 
gain. 

Are you a Sunday School teach- 
er? Do you wish to see every one 
of your Sunday School scholars 
converted? That is primarily what 
you are a Sunday School teacher 
for, not merely to teach Bible geo- 
graphy and Bible history, or even 
Bible- doctrine, but to get the 
scholars in your class one and all 
saved. Do you want power from on 
high to enable you to save them? 
Ask God_ for it. 


When Mr. Alexander and I were 
holding meetings in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, the meetings were held in 
the Town Hall which seated about 
five thousand people. But the 
crowds were so great that some 
days we had to divide the crowds 
and have women only in the after- 
noon, and men only at night. One 
Sunday afternoon the Sydney town 
hall was packed with women. 
When I gave,out the invitation 


for all who would accept Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour 
and surrender to Him as their 
Lord and Master, and begin to 
confess Him as such before the 
world, and strive to live from this 
time on to please Him in every 
way, from day to day, over on my 
left a whole row of young women 
of, I should say, about twenty years 
of age, arose to their feet, eighteen 
in all, As I saw them stand side by 
side I said to myself, “That is 
someone’s Bible class.” They after- 
wards .came down forward with 
the other women who came to 
make a public confession of their 
acceptance of Jesus Christ. When 
the meeting was over a young lady 
came to me, her face wreathed 
in smiles, and she said, “That is 
my Bible class. I have been pray- 
ing for their conversion and every 
one of them has accepted Jesus 
Christ today.” 

- When we were holding meetings 
in Bristol, England, a prominent 
manufacturer in Exeter had a 
Bible class in that city, of twenty- 
two men. He invited all of them 
to go to Bristol with him and hear 
me preach. Twenty-one of them 
consented to go. At that meeting 
twenty of them accepted Christ. 
The twenty-first accepted Christ 
in the train on the way home, and 
then they all, on their return, 
gathered around the remaining 
one who would not go, and he 
also accepted Christ. That man 
was praying for the conversion 
of the members of his class and 
was willing to make the sacrifices 
necessary to get his prayers an- 
swered. What a revival we would 
have here in this city if every 
Sunday School teacher would go 
to praying the way they ought for 


in his or her class! 

Are you in more public work, 
a preacher perhaps, or speaking 
from the public platform? Do you 
long for power in that work? Ask 
for it. Oh, men and women, if 
we would spend more nights be- 
fore God on our faces in prayer, 
there would be more days of pow- 
er when we faced our congrega- 
tions!
